Ehrhardt, assistantauanager for the Chi- 
nexe Engineering and Mining Compan 
soma very interesting experiments v 
made on board the steamer Kivangptng 
yesterday morning, under conditions as 
nearly possible sinular to those existing at 
the time of Capt. Clemens’ death, Among 
those present and assisting during the ex- 
periments were Dotective-Inspector Arm- 
strong, Detective-Sergeant Gilfillan, Capt. 
Ehrhardt, Mosstrs H. Forrester and 
G. J. T. Newman, end three bluejackets 
from H.M.S. slrethust. 
* Tho first experiment was to test the 
sound and effects of smoke from a rifte 
shot fired in the captain's cabin. The 
skylights nnd windows of the cabin woro 
loved. the cabin door left open and the 
chart-room door closed, as was the case 
when Captain Clemons was found dead, 
Mr Forrester then lay in the bunk and 
firod off the rifle, pulling the trigger with 
his foot. The room was immediately’ filled 
with dense smoke, which penetrated to the 
chart-room. Ton minutes Inter the threo 
blucjackets, who had not been in the room 
previously, entered and found that the 
cabin was still full of smoke, tho smell. of 
which could not be taken for anything but 
that’of gunpowder. The sound of the shot 
could be heard distinctly in the chart- 
ravi and on the bridge ; indeed, standing 
on the bridgo neur the wheel, one could 
fal the concussion to the feot when the 
shot was fired, and tho report was easily 
distinguishable as-that of agau, This and 
all the experiments were made with cart- 
ridges oxnetly similar to that found in the 
weapon by which Captain Clenens .met 
his death. In order that each of those 
present should have an opportunity of 
hearing the roport. from different stand- 
points, more shots were fired in the cabin, 
but the opinion was general that the sound 
was that of s gun and coat not easily be 
taken for.anything else. 

The next experiment wai the firing of 
a shot into a leg of mutton which was 
Inced where Captain Clomens’ haad had 
lain. The renson for this was that it waa 
thought that-the-firitg-into_fleshat close 
quarters might deaden tho sound. The 
rifle was fired with the muzzle about half- 
an-inch from the flesh, but in this caso the 
sound was just the same as bofore and 
carried ‘quite as’ for, the mutton 
being scorched over a. similat area ta the 
Vurnt portion of Captain Clemens’ face xs 
seen when the body was exhumed in April. 
. The remainder of the oxperiments had 
reference to the pulling of the trigger 
with the toe and the arrangement of the 
bedelothes. A bluejacket lay in the bunk, 
with the clothes arranged as they had been 
found when Captain lcaiens body was dis- 
coyerod, The man had great difficulty in 
finding the triggor with his toe and nleo 
found it hard to pull. In mising and bend- 
ing the kuve tu pull the trigger it was eéen 
that the bedelothos must be disarranged.
